Obama’s Final Push for Democrats 

President eoncludes 
efforts on the road to 
bolster voter support 


Cleveland 


President Obama made Ohio his 
final campaign stop Sunday in the 
tumultuous midterm elections, try- 
ing to help hard-pressed Democrats 
in a state that could prove crucial to 
his fortunes in two years. 

Republicans said it was too little, 
too late, confident their party will 
pick up more than 40 House seats 
and give them a majority. Republi- 
can control of the Senate seems less 
likely, though they expect to gain 
governors’ seats. 

As he did Saturday in Philadel- 
phia, Connecticut and Chicago, the 
president implored voters to recall 
how poorly the Republicans han- 
dled the economy when they were 
in control, and to give Democrats 
more time. 

“It’s up to you to remember that 
this election is a choice between the 
policies that got us into this mess and 
the policies that are leading us out of 
this mess,” he told about 8,000 people 
at Cleveland State University. 

But Republicans see Tuesday’s vote 
shaping up as a stern public rejection 
of two more years of Democratic con- 
trol on Capitol Hill.

Finish Line for Pontiac 


Once-storied brand 
putters to an end as 
GM contracts expire 


Detroit 

Pontiac, whose muscle cars drag- 
raced down boulevards, parked at 
drive-ins and roared across movie 
screens, went out of business on 
Sunday. 

The 84-year-old brand, mori- 
bund since General Motors decided 
to kill it last year as it collapsed into 
bankruptcy, had been in decline for 
years. It was undone by a combi- 
nation of poor corporate strategy 
and changing driver tastes. 

Even before GM’s bankruptcy, 
Pontiac’s sales had fallen from their 
peak of nearly 1 million in 1968, 
when the brand’s speedier mod- 
els were prized for their powerful 
engines and scowling grills. 

By 2008, the last full year before 
GM announced Pontiac’s shutdown, 
sales were 267,000, less than a third 
of those sold in 1968. 

Formed in 1926, Pontiac made 


Shifting Gears 

At Pontiac's pinnacle, models such as 
the GTO, Trans Am and Catalina 2+2 were 
packed with horsepower and sported col- 
ors such as “Tiger Gold." Burt Reynolds 
and Sally Field fled the law in a Firebird 
Trans Am that raced through the 1970s 
hit movie “Smokey and the Bandit." The 
GTO, the brand’s most storied muscle 
car, stood for “Gran Turismo Omologato," Italian for “ready to race." It even 
spawned its own 1960s hit song: “C’mon and turn it on, wind it up, blow it out 
GTO," was the chorus of the tune by Ronny and the Daytonas. (ap) 



cars for the working class until a 
sales slump in the 1950s nearly 
killed it. GM revived the brand by 
connecting it to auto racing. 

But one strategy that eventu- 
ally hurt the brand was rebadg- 
ing: putting the guts of less pow- 
erful GM cars inside the skins of 
Pontiacs. Big economic shifts also 
damaged the brand, as Americans 
turned toward smaller cars with 
more fuel- efficient engines. 

About two dozen unsold Pon- 
tiacs linger at dealerships across 
the country. Though their Pon-

Ex-guerrilla Rousseff

Sao Paulo 

A former Marxist guerrilla who 
was tortured and imprisoned dur- 
ing Brazil’s long dictatorship was 
heavily favored to be elected Sun- 
day as the president of Latin Amer- 
ica’s largest nation, a country in the 
midst of a dynamic economic and 
political rise. 

Dilma Rousseff, the hand- 
chosen successor to wildly popu- 
lar President Luiz Inacio Lula da 
Silva, cemented her image to Sil- 
va’s, whose policies she promis- 
es to continue. Barring a surprise 
comeback by her centrist rival, Jose 
Serra, she will become Brazil’s first 
female leader. 

Whoever takes power after Silva 
exits on Jan. 1 will lead a nation on 
the rise, a country that will host the 
2014 World Cup and that is expect- 
ed to be the globe’s fifth-largest 
economy by the time it hosts the 
2016 Summer Olympics. It has

“Starting tomorrow we begin 
a new stage of democracy,” Rous- 
seff, 62, said in the southern city 
of Porto Alegre, where she cast 
her vote.

After he voted in Sao Paulo, 
Serra told reporters that after eight 
years of rule by Silva and his Work- 
ers Party, it was time for change. 

A survey by the respected Data- 
folha polling institute showed 
Rousseff with a lead of 50 per- 
cent to 40 percent. The poll inter- 
viewed 4,205 people across Brazil 
on Thursday and had a margin of 
error of 2 percentage points. 

“I voted for Dilma because she 
is a fighter,” said Estevam Sanch- 
es, a 43-year-old pizza parlor owner 
in Sao Paulo. “What we need is a 
fighter in the presidency to contin- 
ue, as she says she will, with Lula’s 
efforts to eradicate poverty and 
strengthen the economy.” 

About 135 million voters will 
cast ballots Sunday. Under Brazil- 
ian law, voting is mandatory for cit- 
izens between the ages of 18 and

ireblinka’s Last Voices 


Nazi death camp’s 2 
final survivors work 
to share their story 

Bat Yam, Israel 

They are believed to be the last 
two survivors of the most chill- 
ingly efficient killing machine of 
the Nazi Holocaust: the Treblin- 
ka extermination camp in occu- 
pied Poland. 

Samuel Wil- 
lenberg and Kal- 
man Taigman, 
87-year-old Israe- 
lis, are devoting 
their final years to 
trying to preserve 
the memory of the 
875,000 people systematically mur- 
dered in a one-year killing spree at 
the height of World War 11. Almost 
all of them were Jews. 


Escaping Death 

On Aug. 2, 1943, a group of Jews 
stole weapons, set fire to Treblinka 
and headed to the woods. Hundreds 
fled, hut most were shot and killed hy 
Nazi troops or captured hy Polish vil- 
lagers who returned them to Trehlin- 
ka. The survivors became the only 
source of knowledge about Treblinka, 
because the Nazis all but destroyed 
it in a frantic bid to cover their tracks. 
Samuel Willenberg said his blue eyes 
and “non- Jewish" look allowed him 
to survive in the countryside before 
arriving in Warsaw, (ap) 


Only 67 people are known to 
have survived the camp, fleeing 
in a brazen revolt shortly before 
Treblinka was destroyed. After 
the recent death of a prominent 
chronicler, Israel’s national Holo- 
caust memorial says the two Israe- 


li men are now the final living link 
to one of the most notorious death 
camps in human history. 

“Soon there will be no one left 
to tell,” Taigman said. 

Treblinka holds a notorious place 
in history as perhaps the most vivid 
example of the “Final Solution,” the 
Nazi plot to rid Europe of Jews. Only 
a select few — mostiy young, strong 
men like Willenberg and Taigman 
— were spared an immediate trip 
to the gas chambers and assigned 
to maintenance work instead. 

“I live two lives: one is here and 
now, and the other is what hap- 
pened there,” Willenberg said. “It 
never leaves me. It stays in my head. 
It goes with me always.” 

His two sisters were murdered 
there. He described his survival as 
“chance, sheer chance,” choking 
back tears. “It wasn’t because of 
God. He wasn’t there. He was on 
vacation.” aron heller (ap)

A Near-Disaster Detailed 


Investigators say al-Qaeda wanted to blow up jets — and almost succeeded 


Washington 

The mail bomb plot stretching from 
Yemen to Chicago may have been 
aimed at blowing up planes in mid- 
flight and was only narrowly avert- 
ed, officials said Sunday, acknowl- 
edging that one device almost 
slipped through Britain, and anoth- 
er seized in Dubai was unwittingly 
flown on two passenger jets. 

Senior U.S. officials met Sun- 
day to develop a U.S. response to 
the al-Qaeda faction linked to the 
powerful explosives addressed to 
synagogues in Chicago. 

Investigators were still piecing 
together the potency and construc- 
tion of two bombs they believed 
were designed by the top explo- 
sives expert working for al-Qaeda 
in the Arab Peninsula, the Yemen- 
based militant faction thought to 
be behind the plot. 

But authorities admitted Sun- 
day how close the terrorists came to 
getting their bombs through, and a 
senior U.S. official said investigators 
were still trying to figure out whether 
other devices remained at large. 

Such a plot aimed at blowing 
up jets in mid-flight is not new 
for al-Qaeda. A mid-1990s scheme 
hatched by now-imprisoned ter- 
rorist mastermind Khalid Sheikh 
Mohammed aimed to bring down 
a dozen jets simultaneously, but 
the plan was shelved in favor of 
the “flying bomb” approach used 
during the 9/11 attacks. 

After masterminding the 
attempt last December to blow up 
a U.S.-bound airliner with explo- 
sives hidden in a militant’s under- 
wear, the Yemen terror affiliate 
appears to have nearly pulled off its 
own audacious plot capitalizing on 
weak points in the world’s aviation 
security and cargo systems. 

As the U.S. and Yemen decide a 
course of action against the terror 
network, new details have emerged

about the events leading up to the 
near-disaster. U.S. officials said a 
call from Saudi intelligence with 
information about packages con- 
taining explosives led to a frantic 
search in Dubai and England. 

German Interior Minister Thom- 
as de Maiziere said Sunday that Ger- 
man Federal Police were tipped off 
to the suspicious package on board 
the cargo plane Friday. The pack- 
age was flown from Yemen to the 
Cologne-Bonn airport, where UPS 
has its hub. From there it was trans- 
ferred to a plane bound for Britain’s 
East Midlands airport. 

De Maiziere said that by the 
time German officials received 
the information, the package was 
already en route to Britain. The 
Germans then alerted their Brit- 
ish colleagues, who had also been 
contacted by the Saudis. 

The cargo plane landed in the 
dead of night at East Midlands Air- 
port in central England on what 
seemed like a routine trans-Atlan- 
tic run. The plan was to stop at East

Midlands, then continue to Phila- 
delphia and Chicago. 

The flight landed shortly after 
3 a.m., and British officials removed 
cargo from the plane for an exten- 
sive search. But the search came 
up empty. Even a computer print- 
er cartridge later found to contain 
plastic explosives was cleared, and 
the cordon was removed at about 10 
a.m., restoring traffic flow.

The number of passengers 
on the flights was unknown, but the first flight had a 144-seat 
capacity and the second would have moved on one of a variety of 
planes with seating capacities ranging from 144 to 335.

Prime Suspect 

Ibrahim Has-

What happened in Dubai was 
even more troubling. The bomb 
had traveled on two commercial 
passenger planes. 

The package with the second 
bomb arrived in Qatar Airways’ hub 
in Doha, Qatar, on one of the carri- 
er’s flights from the Yemeni capi- 
tal, San’a. It was then shipped on 
a separate Qatar Airways plane to 
Dubai in the United Arab Emirates, 
where it was discovered by author- 
ities late Thursday or early Friday.

College Ihition 
Costs Shoot Up

College tuition costs shot up again 
this fall, and students and their 
families are leaning more on the 
federal government to make higher 
education more affordable in tough 
economic times, according to two 
reports issued Thursday. 

At public four-year schools, 
many of them ravaged by state bud- 
get cuts, average in-state tuition 
and fees this fall rose 7.9 percent, 
or $555, to $7,605, according to 
the College Board’s “Trends in Col- 
lege Pricing.” The average sticker 
price at private nonprofit colleges 
increased 4.5 percent, or $1,164, 
to $27,293. 

Massive government subsi- 
dies and aid from schools helped 
keep in check the actual price 
many students pay. But experts 
caution that federal aid can do 
only so much and that even high- 
er tuition is likely. 

“Just when Americans need col- 
lege the most, many are finding it 
increasingly difficult to afford,” 
said Molly Corbett Broad, presi- 
dent of the American Council on 
Education, (ap) 


Working from home 
benefits both parties 
if done the right way 

New York 

Dangerous winds blew across the 
Midwest this week, and North 
Dakota got its first significant 
snow. 

With these early signs of win- 
ter, small business owners may 
want to think about letting work- 
ers telecommute rather than con- 
tend with snow, sleet and ice — and 
maybe think about allowing them 
to telecommute long-term. 

Telecommuting employees fall 
into two categories. Many do it peri- 
odically, during an emergency such 
as bad weather or because they 
have to care for sick children. But 
workers at many companies have 
been telecommuting full time or 
amost full time for years. 


Management Issues 

The great fear among some 
business owners is that telecom- 
muting employees may be spend- 
ing more time on distractions like 
TV or the laundry than they do on 


their work. They worry that they 
won’t be able to control their staff- 
ers if they don’t have face-to-face 
contact each day. 

“If I can’t see the person doing 
the job, are they going to do the 


job?” is the question these own- 
ers ask, said Rob Wilson, presi- 
dent of Employee, a Chicago-based 
resources outsourcing company. 

Wilson said owners should be 
able to tell pretty quickly, from 
employees’ output and the quali- 
ty of their work, whether they’re at 
their PCs or watching TV. If it’s clear 
they’re slacking, then there’s a per- 
formance issue to be dealt with. 

Wilson also noted that in many 
companies, employees like region- 
al marketing directors are telecom- 
muting out of geographic necessity. 
And they do get their work done. 

Technical Issues 

Some owners may shy away 
from permitting employees to tele- 
commute because they think it will 
mean a big investment in technolo- 
gy. But Wilson noted that there are 
many secure Web-based services 
to help small businesses that want 
employees to telecommute, (ap)

How Charming 

Except on those Lucky — but not so infrequent — 
days when you board a bus with a busted fare box, 
there's no such thing as a free ride on WMATA. In 
fact, with the recent price hikes, the cost of com- 
muting even a relatively short distance in Washing- 
ton has probably made many folks consider start- 
ing a “Fare Is 2 Damn High" party. (Anyone? 2012?) 


So, when I hear people kvetch 
about trains not running frequent- 
ly enough at rush hour or having to 
settle for a standing squish rath- 
er than a seat, I understand what 
they’re really getting at: “I’m pay- 
ing good money for thisV 


Which is why I’d like to invite 
those people on a quick trip up 
north to ride the new Charm City 
Circulator. Like the D.C. buses with 
the same moniker, they get around 
town. But what makes Charm City’s 
fleet of hybrid vehicles extraordi- 


nary — maybe my favorite buses 
ever — is that they’re totally free. 
Not a dollar, not 25 cents. FREE. 

That means everyone can board 
quickly and efficiently, no pocket 
fumbling required. You never have 
to feel bad blow- 
ing a buck because 
you’re going only 
a few blocks in the 
rain. And even peo- 
ple who normally 
stick their noses up 
at public transporta- 
tion can be persuad- 
ed to hop on if one 
pulls up before a cab comes by. 

So, it’s no wonder the Baltimore 
Sun recently reported that the two 
routes (with a third on the way) 
are already carrying more than 
4,000 passengers a day, which is 
way more than what the powers 
that be were expecting. The big- 
gest complaint: Traffic has messed 
with the timing, so they’re likely 
to come every 15 minutes — rather 
than the projected 10. Still, I’d say 
it’s a pretty good deal for riders, the 
environment and the city.
